FORBES FIELD, PITTSBURGH, Oct. 8. — (By the 


Associated Press.)—Th'e battle for the 1925 world's baseball 
championship entered its second phase today with the 
Washington Senators, 1 up ,over the Pittsburgh Pirates. 


Weather conditions were even better than yesterday, as 


the two teams tok theo field to war mup for a tussle that was 
expected to find another pair of rival right handed pitching 
aces, Stanley Coveleskie and Vic Aldridge, opposed^to each 
other.. 


The sun shone down warmly on the scene and there was 


a balmy touch to the air that made the early arrivals —' 
mostly occupants of the bleachers and press box—more com- 
fortable than they were yesterday in the snappy breeze that 
filtered through the park.

William Mitchell, caustic critic of 
the nation's aerial 
defense, and 


ended after dark by adopting a res- 
oluton in which Mitchell's name 
was not mentioned, although one 
point be has urged, reorganization 
of the national defense under one 
cabinet 
officer with sub-divisions 


of equal importance for land, sea. 
and air, was adopted almost unan- 
imously It was the product of the 
pen of 
Reed Landls,

second war ace and son of Ken- 
esaw Mountain I^ancUs.

A licensed gasoline dealei in Ne- 
braska who sells his business and 
turns 01 er to the purchaser a &tock 
of gasoline mus>t pay the state tax 
of 2 cents per gallon ort the quan- 
tity sold 10 bulk, undei a ruling by 
Chief Bas<3 of 
the 
state bureau, 
concurred m by A&sistant Attorney 
General Basje. 
The question has come up several 
times in ronnrction with a change 
in ownership m oil plants and ffH- 
ing stations A dealer •« no sold out 
at Holdredfre jccently filea a report 
.showing \\hat IIP had disposed of 
in tho ieg-ular course or trade and 
sent a check for the tax on that 
gallonage, but failed to include a 
considetable 
amount of gasoline 
turned ovei to the man who bought 
the business. 
In all such cases, Chief Bass has 


Insisted on pnjmcnt of the tax by 
the seller, and he will do tne same 
in this one. The state, he holds, is 
not concerned with how much gaso- 
line is sold at a time, whether 1 
pallon or 10,000 gallons or whether 
to one or to many purchasers The 
law faimply says that the tax shall 
be paid "when the gasoline is dis- 
tnbute.d used or sold by tne dealei 
who ships it in 
The term "dealt r" is defined in 


the gasoline tax act as one \iho im- 
ports ga&Qline 
in/to Xobraska, fot 


use, 
distribution, sale or delivery 
within the state. The taifis col- 
lectible only from such original 
handlers, and not from filling sta- 
tions or other purchasers after it 
has been shipped In. Retailers who 
do not import their 
own supplies 
are not required to take out dealers' 
licenses and the tax is not collected 
from them. 


Chief Bass may recommend to

rived fnbm automobile and gasoline taxes in fourteen 
middle [west states furnish strong proof iliat the 
problem of maintenance of the permanent highwa-s 
system can be more easily met in this manner than 
through a direct levy. 


The license fees and the receipts from.the gas. 


oline tax in these fourteen commonwealths morr 
than paid for the construction of 9,000 miles of new 
highways. 
In fact if all such funds had been p"r 


there-would still be about $33,000,000 left after all 
expenses 
had 
been met. 
Of the total mlleagt 


2,700 of it was of concrete, brick or other hard con- 
struction. 
The remainder was very largely graveled 


It Is worthy of note than Nebraska Is in the front 
rank of the stales listed with 17 miles of hard con- 
struction and 1,234 of gravel. 


By far the most puzzling and serious objection 


which has had to be overcome in the elaborate pro- 
gram of roadbuilding in all of the states of the umo>- 
has been the question of maintenance. 
It has been 


recognized that the initial cost of construction repre- 
sented only a. portion of the burden of a satisfacton 
system of permanent highways. 
Once the road* 


were built there -was always the pressing problem of 
adequate maintenance. 
If they were of gravel, con- 


stant 
supervision and attention were 
necessary 


throughout the entire period of heavy travel. 
Even 


in the case of "hard" construction, repairs were tr 
be anticipated. 


It is of comparatively little importance whethe 


the tax is raised directly or indirectly but the Ameri- 
can people has generally shown a decided preference 
for the indirect process. 


If there Is a direct levy for the purpose of rais- 


ing funds for road construction and maintenanc 
however, it means that many people who use tb 
roads to a very limited extent, if at all, are forced 
to contribute. 
The most appeai'ng element of tin 


gasoline tax is that it places the burden upon those 
who should bear it. 
The owner and driver of an 


automobile is the one who benefits in the larges 
measure from the permanent roads. 
It is i 


and proper that he should pav 
for 
that 
spec 


privilege. 


Nebraska's road situation, is full of encourage- 


ment for those who fought against prejudiced short 
filghtedness in the matter of a permanent highway 
system. 


The conclusion of the 1925 season will see thir 


state in possession of over 1,500 miles of gravelled 
highways—the finest stretches of roadway to be 
found in any part of the United States. 
In another 


year or two the work of gravelling all of the perman- 
ent construction which has been projected in the 
Cornhusker commonwealth will have been completed 
and with it the heaviest drain on the state's finances 
will have ended. 


On the face of the showing. It is apparent ti 


the receipts from automobile licenses and the gas- 
oline tax will be more than adequate to take care 
of all expense of maintenance 
to provide for 


whatever new construction may be necessary to 
make the system complete. 


And yet there will be few who will question 


the statement that in the few years that Nebraska 
has had good roads, these highways have more thai- 
paid for themselves.

'economy in the matter of hotel bills and transpor- 
tation expenses, more than'' accounts for the sums 
of money which Nebraska has plac'ed m roads. 


WATCH LINCOLN GROW. 


No single thing affords a better index of busi- 


ness conditions in a city than the volume of its 
bank clearings. 
It Is, therefore, a very Impressive 


sign ot prosperity for Lincoln and gratifying proo: 
of the commercial advancement it has been maklnj 
this year to note the increase of over $37.000,000 in 
bank clearings here for the first 9 months of 1925 
compared with the like period in 1924. 
The ratio 


of growth thus shown is 24 per cent—a much greater 
gain than that registered by most of the large cities 
of the United States. 


If business in Lincoln should continue to grow 


at the same rate for the remainder of this year, the 
annual record will exhibit an increase of about $50,- 
000,000.

Of course Secretary Work does not know to what 


hardships these settlers were put to raise the money 
required to save the homes into which they had put 
their accumulations and their labor, relying implicitly 
upon the representations as to cost, furnished them 
by men upon whose judgement they had a. right t 
rely. 
He says that his attitude toward the settlers 


.s one of sympathetic interest and he hopes that 
of congress will be the same. 
In this hope the 


entire country will join him. 
The government has 


now about $200,000,000 invested in reclamation pro- 
ects, but the faimers on these projects have then 
all invested there. 
It is more Important that the 


atter be enabled to make a living for their families 
from their investments than that the government 
be totally reimbursed when a large part of the out- 
ay has been due to apparent incompetency upon 
the part of its employes.

.DAILY FOUNDATION REDUCING DIET. 


In reducing your weight it is highly important to reduce excess fat 


only, for the excess fat is the only tissue that you can spare. Therefore, 
in your reducing diet you must supply the needs for your other tissues. 
This means vitamins, mineral elements, protein and part of your energy 
needs. 
I want you to have a certain foundation in those 1200 C.'s every day 


to supply these needs so that in reducing your weight you will not reduce 
your strength and health at the same time. After you have this founda- 
tion you can make your own choice of foods for the balance of the diet. 
You should have: 
First: At least a half pound of some watery vegetables (the green 


leaf vegetables are especially good)—lettuce, spinach, celery, asparagus, 
watercress, cabbage, beet top greens, tomatoes, etcetera. A half pound of 
these cooked or uncooked, without fat, will be approximately 50 C. 


Second: One-half pound of other vegetables, such as carrots, beets, 


onion, etc. That will approximate 100 C. 
' 
Third. 200 C. of fruit. The following approximate ,100 C each: One 


large apple, orange, banana, pear; one-half large grapefruit; one metol 
4% Inches In diameter; one cup of berries, grapes or cherries; three or 
four plums, apricots, lemons or peaches; three or four dates, two t>r 
three figs; one fourth cup of raisins or currants. 
Better make your 


dessert of fruit 
' 
Your fruit and vegetables will furnish a large share of the vitamins 


and mineral elements and some carbohydrates or energy food. 
It Is 


best to take a large part of them raw. Fruits and vegetables are more or 
less similar foods, so if you cannot get vegetables, you can take more 
fruit, and vice versa. 
- • 
Fourth. Every day you should 'have at least one pint of skim or but- 


termilk. That w,ill amount to 100 C. (1(TC. to the ounce) of which about 
75 C. are complete protein. Milk will also give you a liberal supply of cal- 
•-lum or lima. If you prefer whole milk you will have to count It a total of 
320 calories to the pint (20 calories to the ounce). 
If you do not not care for milk, take three ounces (about two heap- 


ng table-spc-onfuls) of cottage cheese. T,his you need count onry 100 C., 
but it will give you 75 C. of complete protein, and tbe lime, the same as 
the milk would. Other cheeses are good but they count higher in calor- 
ies (one full inch cube of cream cheese is 100 C.). 
Fifth. I wan you to have two average sized potatoes, 200 C., OR two 


•lices of whole wheat bread, one-halt inch thick, same number of calories 
Those of you who are gouty or rheuma.tic had better take the potatoes 
nstead of the bread because of their alkalin salts. 


Sixth, protein. You must have about 100 C. more of porteln besides 


what you get in the milk. You can get this, in a large measure,, in three 
or four ounces of lean meat or fish (150 C. total) PR two or three eggs 
(one egg 75 C., about 30 protein C.) or 20 large peanuts (total 200 C.) will 
give you 40 C. good protein. 


TVhat I have-outlined for you comes approximately 
to 900 
calories 


That leaves you aoo calories more to choose as your taste dictates. You 
can take some simple candy, the value of which,you can judge by the 
of an ordinary slice of pie which is 300 to 600 C., depending upon its 
richness; or some ice cream (the same number of calories). But I advise 
you not to take these because it is best to learn not to care for them* 


Now I want to talk a little b'.t about the distribution of your calories, 


water the rest of the day; or take- them m two meals, or take them in 
You can take them during the day in any manner which you find most 
five meals. I have had thousands of letters from the followers of our 
articles on reducing, and many of them say that they find they get along- 
best on a- late breakfast of about -400 C. and a dinner at night of the 
balance of the 1200 C. 
Personally, I like best to have 100 C. for breakfast, 350 for lunch, 100 


at tea time, and 650 for dinner In the evening. If, however I am invited 
to a lunch I take my 100 C. for breakfast—which consists of a cup or two 
of coffee with 100 C. of cream (1 and 1-3 tablespoonfuls heavy cream is 
100 C.; three cubes of sugar are 100 C.); or a cup of clear coffee, with 
100 C. of coffee cake—and then I have 600 or 800 for lunch, and the bal- 
ance of my calories (usually of fruit) for my evening meal. 


A very satisfactory lunch is a glass of milk (160 C.), a slice of whole 


wheat bread, one-half inch thick, or a shredded wheat biscuit (100 C.) 
and a big apple (100 C.). This totals 350 C. A pint of milk alone (320) 
C.) also makes a very satisfactory lunch. Another one is a large salad 
—one-half pound of any greens (50 C ) with one-half tablespoonful of 
mayonnaise (50 C.)—2 heaping tablespoonfuls of cottage cheese (100 C.) 
and a slice of whole wheat bread (100 C.). If you make your 
mayon- 


naise dressing- of m'neral oil you won't have to count any C's. 


If it is not convenient for you to get these things you can nearly 


always get fruit for lunch. At tea time if you are not hungry, you can 
save your 100 C. tor dinner. Some times a big glass or two of water will 
satisfy the hunger contractions. 
Hunger is supposed to be caused by 


the contractions of the empty stomach 
Sometimes a tiny bit of lemon 


or orange peel or a clove will have the same effect 
The commercial 


•egetable and meat extracts make good broths when mixed 
with hot 


water. A cupful of such a broth is practically calorieless. It is^best to 
ake a liberal suppy of water while reducing. _ It is not fattening.

A MINISTER OF DEFENSE. 


The national convention of the American Legion 


in session in Omaha has tentatively agreed upon a 
recommendation favoring the proposal 
of a new 


cabinet post providing for a minister of defense and 
the coordination of all activities under that head. 
It 


contemplated that the affairs of the army and the 
navy and1 the aviation branch shall be placed la 
charge of an experienced and trained men in their 
specialized fields, responsible alone to the minister 
of defense and the commander in chief, who is the 
president of the United States. 


The legion committee which framed this recom- 


mendation to be presented at the general assembly 
is entitled to a vote of thanks. 


It is not important that Colonel Mitchell has been 


sponsoring this plan. 
On the contrary in the view 


of the straineji relations which Colonel Mitchell has 
precipitated by his outspoken criticism of th« con- 
duct of the army and navy departments. It Is a mis- 
fortune that he should be the most conspicuous ad- 
vocate of the consolidation of all branches of the 
national defense under one head. 


Since 1914, the expense ot maintaining the army 


and navy of the United States has doubled. 
-It Is 


the one branch of government in which there has 
been a steady, consistent increase without interrup- 
tion. 
Nearly a billion dollars was spent in 1924 


for the purposes of national defense, or a third of 
all of the tax monies. 
(Europe in this respect has 


shown greater wisdom than America. 
For the pur- 


poses of economy and efficiency, Great Britain, and 
France and all of the leading countries of Europe 
have placed their various branches of defense under 
one head. 
It is a step which America should take 


without further delay.

The Secret of the "Green Ray"

One of the most 
beautiful and 
most rarely 
seen phenomena o£ 
sunset 
and sunrise is the "green 
ray " Those who have seen it can 
:ind no words that seem capable of 
describing:, at the same time, its 
beauty 
and 
its strangeness 
It 
consists of ja. luminous segment, 
sometines 
of intense brilliance, 
and usually of a splendid green 
color which appears for a second or 
two just at the edge of the sun's 
disk as it sinks out of sight at 
sunset, or is about to emerge from 
behind the horizon at sunrise 
The color sometimes is blue and 


on rare occasions violet 
These are 
colors of the solar spectrum, which 
are separated by the dispersive 
refraction of the atmosphere, whicn 
is both strong and variable close 
to the horizon. 
The pcneral effect of- atmosphei ic 


refraction is to bend a rav of light 
com'ng: from the horizon doMirwarc 
so that the source from Tvhich tin1 
light emanates appears to be hftpc! 
upward. On the average the re- 
fraction close to <the horizon causes 
a change of rather more than half 
a degfee 
in the direction of the 
hght rajs, and since the sun and 
the moon are each, about half a 
degree in diametei the effect of 
refraction is to cause them to ap- 
rear poised on the horizon when in 
leality they are just below it 
Re- 
fraction must be allowed for In all 
astronomical, geodetic, or navig-a, 
tlon,x. observations 
But .n addition to "bonding thf 
whole lifht coming from a luminous 


cbject, the atmosphere is capable, 
in certain circumstances, of dis- 
persing- elementary colors of light, 
like a prism. The 
greatest dis- 
persion is experienced by the short 
yaves toward the blue and violet 
end of the spectrum, and the least 
l>v the longer waves toward the rod 
end.

games he pitched. 
But in later 


years the consistent march of these 
two aces was closely parallel. Year 
after year, until Matty reached the 
end of the active trail, about 1914, 
they -were recognized as the most 
consumate pitching artists of their 
respective league.
